Queft. 3. What are the affections of the Air ? 

Anjw. The affe&ions of the Air are either ab- 
folute or Relative ; thof are ablolute, which pro- 
perly appertain to it; and are contidered without 
refpet to the mixture in the Atmofphere ; thee 
are three, fluidity, fpringineS, and weight ; 

Fluidity, or eafy feparation of its parts, which 
have no cohefion (at leaft, much Ic than the parts of 
water has) and from thence arifes that aptnefS to re- 
ceive into it Heterogeneous bodies, fuch as rays 
of light, fteams of the Atmofphere, and (from par- 
ticular bodies) evaporations which give unpleating 
and offentive {cents. Springinefs, (called the Elatti- 
cal power of it) whence proceeds an aptnefs to re- 
turn fo its due extention, when the parts are prefled 
together, or ftretcht afiinder beyond their natural 
fate. Iluftrated by a pound of Wool, which is 
capable of being thruft into a quart pot. This 
when freed from the compreffure will of it {elf 
expatiate to its former bulk; and on the contrary 
any curled hair of that Wool may be drawn out 
to a greater length, than it ufually ftands at, which 
when difcharged of its force will fhrink again into 
its former preffure; it is the fame with the Air. 
The comprefhon of it is called condenfation, — be- 
caufe it has then more of the matter in lefS room, 
or {pace ; and its contrary diftenfion is ealled rare- 
faétion, becaufe it has lefs of the matter in greater 
{pace ; As to what fills the vacuities between theft 
little parts in rarefaétion, in fiich cafes where no 
fenfible fupply can be perceived, is yet undecided, 
As for inftance, in the Thermometer, or common 
water-weather-glaG, the water ftanding at fome 
diftance from the top, (which can’t be exaétly de- 
fcribed without a Diagram) the warmth of the Air, 
or ones hand laid on the top, will bring it down 
much lower; by this the Air is rarifyed in the 
Ball, and the parts of it at the greateft diftance 
one from the other ; But whether there is only a 
vacuum between thefe little parts, or that the di- : 
ftance is fupplied with an Etherial, or fiery matter, 
that can ealily permeate the GlafSto avoid a vacu- 
um, has not yet been «letermined, but only that 
‘cis probably one of thefe. The third abfolute af- 
fetion is weight, or its tendency to the center of 
the terraqueous Globe, of this it muft have fome 
proportion, elfé the upper Region, at leaft, wou'd 
be diffufed and loft in the azther, which lies be- 
tween us and the other Planets, nor ‘won’d the 
ficams of the Atmefphere be very eafily held up 
by the refleétion of the Suns Beams, nor cou’d 
thofe very Beams well return to the Sun, the Founs 
tain, unlets crufhed up by the Air ; (as Cork is out 
of the water) till they come to the furface there- 
of, and into the wther where they mect no refi- 
ftance. 

The relative affe&tions of the Air are fuch as 
are afcribed to it, as being mingled with our fer- 
raqneus fteams in the Atmofphere. This mixture 
is, by the R ing Beams of the Sun, carrying 
fomething of what they ftrike upon, like a Ball, 
which licks up Duft or Moifture, according to the 
place it lights on; and the particles carried up 
are Minute bodies keeping the qualities of their 
original. From this it is, that the two lower Re- 
gions of the Air are Denominated, not only of 
the frft qualities, hot, dry, cold, moift, but have 
alfo two: notable attributes aftribed co thém which 
are, greater weight, and aptnefs for breathing. That 
the Air of thefe Regions has a greater weight than 
that which is natural and abfolute, is proved, and 
meafured, by the TJoricellian experiment, z) be 
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our Animal Spirits. not only by breathing, burt by. 


permeating the pores of om whole body, - and 
trom hence arifés the diftinsion of wholefoin and 
unwholelom Air, fweet or corrupted ; for i it 
be impreznanted with benign and Ba. amick parti- 
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. it nourifhes, maintains, or reftoces health ; 
cif on the other hand the fteams are, fetid,

Hence fires in 
gzicat Guns, 
inging of Bells, are accounted profiable in 
ot Peftilence : and alfo the natural helps 
oO: -rofts, Winds, and Raias, pecaule theie in fome 
meafure diffpate, or break down the Muaymes (or 
corrupted fteams) that hover in the Air: Hence 
our care is. or fhou’d be, to mind well the place 
of our habitation, that the. Air of it be fuitable 
t our bodi by 3S ast -eable {teams : upon this 
account alfo fome perfons in Chronical Diftempers, 
are fent fer bealth to their native Air, that is, 
to fuch fteams as have formerly agreed with their 
bodies.
